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The  10  candidates  for  the  ASBYU 
presidency  reached  out  to  the  student 
body  in  the  areas  of  correlation  and  more 
student  government  communication  with 
the  student  body  in  an  open  forum 
Friday. 

The  candidates  will  face  a Primary  vote 
today  through  Wednesday.  Booths  will  be 
set  up  in  the  ELWC  Reception  Center 
from  9 a.m.  to  5 p.m. 

Presenting  a platform  based  on  better 
student  representation  for  the  upcoming 
tri-semester,  Tapie  Rohm  and  Claudette 
Palka  commented  as  to  how  they  would 
work  as  a team  to  give  the  students  more 
voice  in  student  government. 

Bill  Draney  and  runningmate  Ken 
Peterson,  presented  a three  point 
platform  consisting  of  policies  on 
off-campus  housing,  appointed  class 
officers  and  correlation  of  executive 
council  and  administration. 

Burr  Johnson  and  Bill  Bach  are  running 
on  a platform  of  academic  reform, 
student  suggestions  board,  and  continuing 
correlation  in-  the  area  of  community 
research. 

Walt  Marlowe  and  Paul  Warner  were  in 
favor  of  the  formation  of  a student  house 
of  representatives  and  a student 
information  service. 

They  based  their  platform  on  the 
correlation  of  activities  of  student 
government,  the  Church,  students, 
departments  and  colleges. 

Rich  Humphreys  and  Mark  Rogers 
favor  better  environmental  control,  better 
fund  raising,  and  better  representation 
and  communication  platform  to  the 
students. 

“In  order  to  have  a student  government

there  must  be  two  things:  an  informed 
student  body,  and  a means  to  represent 
that  student  body,”  Humphreys 
commented. 

Bill  Fillmore  and  Jeff  Boswell  related  a 
“three  part  program”  consisting  of 
continuing  correlation,  new  academic 
innovations,  and  student  services. 

Fillmore  emphasized  that  “the  period 
of  growth  for  this  university  is  over.  We 
are  now  going  into  a period  of 
refinement.” 

Warren  Page  working  with  Peter  White 
for  the  presidency  commented,  “I  don’t 
know  about  student  government,  I don’t 
understand  what  it  does  and  I don’t  feel 
represented  by  it.” 

With  this  in  mind  he  proposed  an 
advisement  center  in  all  colleges.  They 
said  they  felt  there  should  be  elected 
student  representatives  on  a university 
academics  council  from  each  of  these 
colleges. 

Aaron  Watene  and  Don  Schanz  said  the 
three  main  factors  that  put  them  in  the 
race  for  presidency  were  to  help  clean  up 
financial  problems,  make  student 
government  more  accessible,  and  increase 
services  to  the  student  body. 

Watene  proposed  a policy  of  letting 
students  attend  concerts  at  reduced 
prices. 

Steve  Killpack  and  Clint  Hunter,  said 
they  felt  students  should  have  more  say 
in  campus  activities.  They  proposed  a 
student  development  committee,  and  also 
a crisis  consultative  council  which  would 
be  convened  in  all  major  decisions. 

Cam  Caldwell  and  Rick  Wadman  are 
running  on  the  basis  of  past  experience, 
correlation*,  and  making  student 
government  more  relevant  to  the 
students.

Students  and  their  futures  are  the 
most  important  commodity  this 
University  controls.  I believe  that  we, 
as  students,  should  unite  to  help  each 
one  live  up  to  his  or  her  potential.  The 
Organizations  office  of  the  ASBYU 
should  keep  these  goals  foremost  in 
mind: 

1.  Students  need  more  information 
concerning  the  organizations  on 
campus.  New  students  especially  need 
to  know  about  the  groups  which 
operate  here  for  their  benefit,  to  help 
them  become  an  active  member  of  the 
student  body.  This  could  be  done  by 
the  organizations  vice  president  and  his 
staff  establishing  a personal  contact 
with  each  student  at  BYU  next  fall  and 
informing  them  of  the  organizations  in 
which  they  might  be  interested.  A 
booklet  should  be  printed  to  further 
explain  to  the  students  the  activities  of 
the  organizations  in  the  past  year.  This 
booklet  should  be  made  available  to 
the  students  at  registration. 

2.  Extended  publicity  for 
organizations  is  needed  also.  Many 
students  are  unaware  of  what 
organizations  do  and  how  they  can 
help  the  student  body  as  a whole. 
Inter-university  publicity  is  also 
possible. 

3.  Many  organizations  could 
accomplish  more  of  their  objectives 
and  at  the  same  time  be  good  public 
relations  personel  for  our  university  if 
they  could  have  independent  fund 
raising  projects. 

4.  Take  a hard  look  at  organizations 
in  conjunction  with  the  stand  taken  by 
the  First  Presidency  in  1964  on  the 
“social”  organizations  on  campus.

Student  Government  suffers  from  the  recurring  problem  of  establishing 
a successful  program  one  year,  yet  failing  to  continue  it  the  next  (e.g., 
Santaquin  Day  brought  BYU  national  publicity  for  community  service, 
yet  there  has  been  no  followup  to  it  this  year.)

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
government  estimated  Sunday 
that  air  and  water  cleanup 
through  1976  will  cost  industry 
$31.6  billion,  eliminate  50,000  to 
126,000  jobs,  increase  prices,  spur 
inflation  and  dampen  economic 
growth. 

But  the  report,  issued  by  the 
White  House  Office  of 
Environmental  Quality,  OEQ, 
concluded  that  the  country  will 
be  better  off  despite  the  costs.  It 
said  the  economy  will  keep 
growing,  although  a bit  slower. 


Primary  elections  Tuesday 


Candidates  regroup  in  Florida 


MI AMI(UPI)  - Yielding  to 
insistent  pressure  from  their 
opponents,  Sen.  Edmund  S. 
Muskie  and  Gov.  George  C. 
Wallace  promised  Sunday  to 
disclose  who  is  financing  their 
costly  presidential  campaigns- but 
not  until  after  Florida  votes  in 
Tuesday’s  Democratic  primary. 

The  pledges  to  disclose  all 
contributions  came  as  the  11 
candidates  rounded  out  their 
campaigns  in  a race  critical  to  the 
ambitions  of  Sens.  Muskie,  Hubert 
H.  Humphrey,  and  Henry  M. 
Jackson  and  New  York  Mayor 
John  V.  Lindsay. 

Wallace,  conceded  even  by  his 
opponents  as  the  frontrunner  and 
their  chief  target  as  a “phony” 
Democrat,  predicted  he  would  not 
only  win  more  votes  than  anyone 


else,  but  said  he  stood  “an 
excellent  chance”  of  taking  a 
majority  of  the  81  convention 
delegates  at  stake. 

THAT  would  give  him 
attention,  influence  and 
bargaining  power  when  the 
Democratic  National  Convention 
meets  in  Miami  Beach  in  July  to 
select  President  Nixon’s 
Democratic  opponent. 

In  the  state  capital  in 
Tallahassee,  officials  said  interest 
generated  by  a “straw  vote”  on 
compulsory  busing  on  the  Florida 
ballot  could  produce  a 70  per  cent 
turnout  Tuesday  among  Florida’s 
2.1  million  Democrats  and 
772,000  Republicans. 

Among  the  three  Republicans 
on  the  Florida  primary  ballot, 


President  Nixon  was  expected  to 
win  overwhelmingly  over  Rep. 
John  M.  Ashbrook  of  Ohio.  Rep. 
Paul  McCloskey  of  California,  a 
liberal,  withdrew  from  the  race 
last  week  but  left  his  name  on  the 
Florida  ballot,  urging  voters  to 
cast  their  ballots  for  him  as  a 
protest  against  the  Nixon 
administration.

A one-day  seminar  on  using  the 
Contemporary  Group  Piano 
approach  in  schools  and  studios 
will  be  offered  for  local  teachers 
Friday,  March  24. 

The  seminar,  co-sponsored  by 
the  BYU  Music  Dept,  and  the 
National  Piano  Foundation,  will 
be  conducted  by  Dr.  Robert  Pace, 
head  of  piano  instruction  at 
Columbia  University’s  Teachers 
College  in  New  York  City  and 
educational  director  of  the 
National  Piano  Foundation. 

Pace  will  work  with  local 
private  piano  teachers  from  9 a.m. 
to  12  noon.  The  second  session, 
for  public  school  teachers  will  be 
from  2-4  p.m. 

He  will  demonstrate  the  new 
teaching  approach  which  is  based 
on  broader  musicianship  through 
piano  instruction.  Included  will  be 
discussions  of  new  approaches  to 
teaching  sight  reading, 
improvisation,  ear  training, 
melody  harmonization  and 
repertoire. 

The  workshop  is  being  offered 


without  charge  to  local  piano 
teachers,  public  school  music 
instructors  and  others  interested 
in  music  education. 

Pace  said  he  feels  the  method 
can  drastically  reduce  the  dropout 
rate  of  students.  He  estimated 
that  there  are  currently  more  than 
8,000  piano  teachers  using  various 
group  approaches  and  they  report 
that  students  progress  faster  and 
enjoy  their  lessons  more  because 
of  the  peer  cooperation  of  group 
lessons.

CAR  MODIFICATION 


Utah  car  owners  are  again 
reminded  that  any  modification 
to  the  outward  appearance  of  the 
automobile  may  be  illegal,  Leo  H. 
Barlow,  Utah  Safety  Council’s 
Vice  President  for  Traffic  said 
today. 

“The  1971  Legislature,”  Barlow 
reported,  “enacted  a Vehicle 
Bumper  Modification  Law.  This 
law,  which  has  an  effective  date  of 
May  11,  1971,  makes  it  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  operate  a motor 
vehicle  on  any  highway  or  road 
within  the  State  when  the  vehicle 
has  been  altered  or  changed  to 
cause  the  lowest  part  of  the  body 
or  chassis  to  be  closer  to  the 
ground,  or  to  increase  or  decrease 
the  distance  between  the  ground 
and  the  lowest  part  of  any 
bumper  or  other  similar 
impact-absorbing  equipment,  than 
it  was  at  the  time  it  was 
manufactured. 

“This  new  law,”  Barlow 
continued,  “is  aimed  at 
prohibiting  any  vehicle  from  being 
modified  in  the  future,  but  also 
affects  those  car  owners  who  have 
made  modification  prior  to 
enactment  of  this  law.” 

The  provisions  of  the  new  law 
does  not  apply  to  implements  of 
husbandry  (farm  equipment).

49ers  eliminate  BYU

Universe  Sports  Editor  Ratleff. 


After  a hard-fought  NCAA 
playoff  game,  things  were  starting 
to  look  good  for  the  BYU 
hardwood  quintet.  With  2:13 
remaining  in  overtime,  Doug 
Richards  pumped  in  two  free 
throw  pitches  to  put  BYU  ahead 
of  Long  Beach  State  by  five 
points,  88-83. 

Cougar  partisans  breathed  a sigh 
of  relief,  but  then  the  roof  fell  in 
on  BYU  as  the  49ers  outscored 
BYU  12-2  in  the  final  minutes  and 
tallied  a 95-90  decision  over  the 
Cougars. 

For  the  Hoopcats,  it  was  a 
bitter  defeat.  “These  are  great 
kids,”  said  coach  Stan  Watts,  “It’s 
a tough  way  to  end  a basketball 
season.” 

BYU  LED  throughout  the 
game;  there  were  many  great 
individual  performances  by  the 
Blue  basketballers.  Doug  Richards 
had  one  of  his  greatest  days  as  an 
athlete.  The  Cougar  guard  tallied 
24  points  on  nine  of  10  field  goal 
attempts  and  went  six  for  six 
from  the  charity  stripe.  Richards 
did  a superlative  job  in  defending 
all  American  Ed  Ratleff, 
especially  in  the  first  half. 

All  Cougar  starters  scored  in 
double  figures  for  BYU.  Kresimir 
Cosic  led  all  performers  in  the 
game  with  27  points,  but  most  of 
his  efforts  came  in  the  first  half, 
as  the  49er  defense  held  him  to 
only  six  points  in  the  second 
stanza. 

BERNIE  FRYER  scored  15  for 
BYU,  but  the  Long  Beach  Defense 
held  his  scoring  percentages  way 
down  as  the  Cougar  quarterback 
could  convert  on  only  six  of  19 
field  goal  attempts.  Brian 
Ambrozich  scored  1 1 points  on 
four  of  10  field  goal  tries,  while 
Phil  Tollestrup  tallied  13  points 
on  six  of  15  shots  from  the  field. 

Behind  the  first  half 
performances  of  Richards  and 
Cosic,  the  Blue  took  a 49-39  lead 
into  the  locker  room.  BYU  hit  at 
a 53  per  cent  clip  in  the  first  half 
while  the  tenacious  blue  defense 
held  the  49ers  to  43  per  cent  from 
the  field.  The  Cats  ran  a box  and 
one  defense  wherein  the  rest  of 
the  team  ran  a zone  while  Doug 


In  the  second  half,  the  Long 
Beach  crew  threw  up  a man  to 
man  defense  against  BYU,  and 
seemed  to  pressure  the  BYU  more 
than  they  were  able  to  do  in  the 
first  half.  Long  Beach  worked 
harder  to  get  the  good  shots,  and 
it  paid  off.  Coming  off  a 10  point 
half  time  deficit,  the  49ers  fought 
an  uphill  battle  and  finally  tied 
the  game  at  77-all  with  1:39 
remaining. 

WITH  THE  score  knotted  at 
79-79  and  38  seconds  remaining, 
Bernie  Fryer  lofted  a long  jumper 
from  the  top  of  the  key  that 
missed.  Long  Beach  State  stole 
the  rebound  from  Cosic  and  called 
time  out.  The  49ers  worked  the 
clock  down  to'  1 3 seconds  and 
called  time  out  again.  With  four 
seconds  to  go,  Ratleff  went  for  a 
game  winning  jumper  that  missed, 
and  the  game  went  into  overtime. 

With  1:10  remaining  in 
overtime,  the  Cats  relinquished 
their  lead  for  the  first  time  since 
trailing  1-0  when  Lamont  King 
tallied  two  points  on  a layin  for 
the  49ers.  Tollestrup  then  fouled 
out  by  tagging  Ratleff.  The  big 
49er  guard  hit  on  both  attempts, 
to  give  LBS  a three  point  lead. 

Bernie  Fryer  pulled  the  Cats 
within  one  by  hitting  on  a jump 
shot,  but  the  Cats  were  forced  to 
foul  to  get  the  ball.  The  49er 
dead-eyes  hit  on  four  attempts 
from  the  charity  stripe  to  give  the 
come-from-behind  Long  Beach 
Staters  a 95-90  win  and  the  right 
to  meet  San  Francisco  in  the 
Western  Regionals  here  in  Provo 
on  Thursday.

Fehlberg  places  fifth

A problem  which  has  plagued 
BYU  wrestling  with  nearly  every 
takedown  this  season  — 
injuries-staggered  but  failed  to 
stop  Cougar  wrestler  Rondo 
Fehlberg  in  the  NCAA . finals  in 
College  Park,  Maryland  over  the 
weekend. 

A good  bet  for  the  national 
championship  this  year,  Fehlberg 
started  as  expected  in  the  three 
day  tourney-by  winning. 

RONDO,  a senior  and  three 
time  Western  Athletic  Conference 
champion,  wrestled  well,  racing  to 
a quarter  final  match-up  with  an 
old  foe-Oklahoma  ’ State’s  Jim 
Arneson. 

Earlier  this  year  Arneson,  last 
season’s  second  place  NCAA 
finisher,  and  Fehlberg  met  for  the 
finals  of  the  Oklahoma  State 
Invitational  Tournament.  Battling 
on  OSU’s  home  court  Arneson 
edged  Fehlberg  4-2.  Rondo  was 
anxious  for  a neutral  court  to 
even  the  slate. 

But,  previous  to  meeting 
Arneson,  Rondo  fell  victim  to 


what  coach  Fred  Davis  termed  “a 
freak  accident,”  a phrase  the 
Cougar  mentor  has  become  all  too 
familiar  with  this  season. 
Somehow  Fehlberg  pulled  the 
hamstring  muscle  in'  his  upper  leg, 
a very  uncommon  wrestling 
injury. 

FIRST  THE  leg  was  put  in  ice, 
then  the  seriousness  of.  the  injury 
sent  the  150  pounder  to  the 
hospital. 

Ever  since  Rondo  Fehlberg 
found  out  what  a wrestling  mat 
was  he’s  had  his  goals  set  on  a 
national  championship. 

Unfortunately,  the  match  with 
Arneson  had  to  be  defaulted.  “We 
thought  Rondo  could’ve  beat 
Arneson  this  time,”  commented 
Davis. 

Despite  the  default,  displaying 
considerable  courage,  Fehlberg 
wrestled  out  the  tourney,  winning 
his  way  to  a 5th  place  national 
finish  and  an  all-American 
ranking.  In  all,  Rondo  compiled  a 
5-2  record  in  three  days  of 
wrestling,  not  to  mention  a trip  to 
the  hospital  for  mending  of  the 
hamstring,  a cut  under  his  eye  and 
a cauiiflour  car.

The  Worland, 
Wyoming  native  would  like  to 
wrestle  for  the  United  States 
Olympic  team. 

Of  the  four  BYU  wrestlers  who 
accompanied  Fehlberg  to  the 
nationals,  only  one  fared  past  the 
first  round.  Mike  Hansen  looked 
good  in  his  opener  by  beating  the 
Big  Ten  Conference  champion, 
but  lost  his  second  outing  against 
an  Oklahoman  to  drop  out  of 
competition. 

FRESHMEN  Randy  Macy,  at 
167  pounds,  and  Gene  Patch,  at 
158  pounds,  both  lost  initially,  as 
did  junior  teammate  Gil  Keith,  at 
1 18  pounds. 

Gymnasts 
top  field 

BYU  easily  topped  a three  team 
field  in  its  first  meet  of  two 
scheduled  in  California  last  week. 

The  Cougars  amassed  151.95 
points,  far  ahead  of  second  place 
San  Fernando  Valley,  which 
ended  with  143.15.
